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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The total valuation of the Town amounted to $47,654,095.00. The 
Town closed the year with an unedpended balance of $86,789.61 


There were 437 Veteran's Exemptions and seven total disabled 
exemptions for a total of $25,925.00. Eighty-eight elderly exemptions 
and one blind exemption were granted for a total valuation exemption 
of $343,050.00. 


Town elections will be held at the Pollard School on March 2nd. 
The Town Meeting will be held at Timberlane Regional High School on 
Mercieord at. 8:00 P.M. 


Once again residents are reminded to be sure to complete their 
Real Estate Inventories, as an abatement may not be requested if this 
has not beem complied with. Veteran's must have their permanent blue 
card on file with the Selectmen, and are reminded that although the 
card is permanent, each year an application is made at the bottom of 
the regular Real Estate Inventory. Anyone knowing an elderly person, 
68 years or older, please remind them that their application must be 
applied for each year in order to be eligible. All forms must be 
completed by April 15th. 


The town tax map has been completed and is available for public 
review and public hearings. We feel this should provide an excellent 
service and is well worth the investment. It depicts strret numbers 
of all houses and potential sub-divisions, which will prove very 
beneficial to the Fire Department, Police Department, Selectmen, 
Assessors, Post Office and the entire community. 


The Town Hall Park was the scene for several of the special 
Bicentennial events that took place this year. The dedication of the 
Revolutionary marker, sponsored by the Bicentennial Committee and con- 
ducted by the Carl G. Davis Post #34, A. L., was held on Memorial Day. 
The following month, the Plaistow Historical Society reenacted the 
planting of the centennial tree by planting a purple plum in the area 
of the Revoluntionary marker. An appropriate program was held, pre- 
ceded by the ringing of the church bells, and copies of the speeches 
and poems were placed in a canister which was buried during the 
ceremonies. 


An old-fashioned band concert was held on the Commons with the 
members of both the Junior and Senior Timberlane bands participating. 
Friends of the Library served strawberry shortcake and it was agreed 
that it should be considered as an annual affair. 


In keeping with the evercontinuing program in connection with 
safety fir everyone, stop signs were erected on LaPerle Avenue and 
Haynes Blvd. and a hazard light installed at the corner of Wentworth 
Avenue and Route 121. Speed signs were placed on Wentworth Avenue and 
the board asked the Traffic Division of Dept. of Public Works and 
Highways to study the conditions at the intersection of Route 125 and 
Wentworth Avenue to determine what steps should be taken to alleviate 
the traffic congestion that occurs there. 
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The Summer Youth program sponsored by the Rockingham/Strafford 
Manpower Administration was a tremendous success. Twenty young people 
participated, some working under the supervision of Ronald Hasseltine 
and others under Mrs. Barbara James and Mrs. RoseMarie Bayek. Several 
of the boys worked at the Pollard School helping Me. George Peabody 
and two girls did work for the Librarian, Mrs. Susan Allison. The 
summer recreation program had both boys and girls participating and 
the remainder did work clearing brush along the highways, trimming 
bushes and shrubs in the Town Hall Park and various other jobs such 
as painting and replacing street signs. It is hoped that this program 
will continue in the coming year with the possibility of starting 
sooner. 


On September 7th, with appropriate ceremonies, Plaistow accepted 
a Bicentennial Flag and Proclamation - designating Plaistow as a Bi- 
centennial Community. At the Selectmen's meeting on September 29th, a 
proclamation was read whereby the Selectmen authorized the reactivating 
of the Militia. The certificate of official recognition designating 
the Town of Plaistow as a Bicentennial Community was also presented to 
the Board that same night. 


In December we learned that under the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act we could secure the services of an Administrative 
Assistant to the Board of Selectmen. The salary for this position 
would be entirely funded by the Federal Government and would continue 
until June 30, 1976. 


Six applicants were interviewed and Mr. Robert Phoenix was selected 
on the basis of his educational, administraive and supervisory back- 
ground. We feel that the filling of this position will be a tremendous 
benefit to the Selectmen and to the Town. Mr. Phoenix will provide a 
much needed link for coordination and liason among the Selectmen and 
various departments, committee and boards on a full time basis. He 
will also be able to develop and monitor continously, all on-going and 
proposed projects. Bob will be available Monday through Friday at the 
Selectmen's Office and we hope everyone will feel free to contact him 
regarding any aspect of town government and functions. 


In 1975 it bacame apparent that there are many Zoning Ordinance 
violations in existance. Most of the violations are in the area of 
unathorized home occupations, unauthorized advertising signs and junk 

Or unregistered vehicles. In 1976 we plan to enforce all ordinances 
by inspections and issuance of Cease and Disist Orders where required. 
If any doubt exists, copies of the Zoning Ordinance may be purchased 
at the Selectmen's Office for $1.00. 


nder the Water Feasibility Study, new exploratory test drilling 
was conducted in 1975 in a continuing effort to obtain additional water 
supplies to help support residential and commerical growth of the Town. 
There have been encouraging results although at this time not all of 
the required analysis of the tests, to date, have been completed. 


As of December 3lst the outstanding debt on the Town Water Tower 
is $10,500. The original debt of the construction in 1967 being 
$70,000. The Tower will be paid for in 1977. The outstanding debt for 
the Water Line is $24,000. The original for this was $60,000 when 
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constructed in 1970. We will finish payment for the Water Line in 1979. 


In 1975 the Selectmen initiated a new investment program. This 
resulted on additional income to the Town of more than Twenty-Two 
Thousand Dollars ($22,000.00). This new investment program coupled 
with investment of loans borrowed in anticipation of taxes resulted 
in interest income to the Town greater than Sixty-Six Thousand Dollars 
(66,000.00). 


We acknowledge and appreciate the important contributions to the 
Town made by the following people who have completed their tenure on 
various Town Boards, Committees and Commission: 

Alexander J. Cody and Bonnie Kissel from the Budget Committee, 
Wilson L. Parker from the Budget Committee and the Cemetery Trustee, 
Fred Royer from the Board of Health, Arthur Robidoux from the Board 
of Health and Building Inspector, Elbert J. Young from the Board of 
Adjustments, Glenn Smith as Dog Officer, Earle Smith as Acting member 
of the Board of Health and acting Building Inspector, and Armand 
Lagasse, Lawrence Buswell and John Judson, Jr. from the Board of Fire 
Engineers. 


When Revenue Sharing funds were first announced, the Federal 
Government advised Plaistow that they would receive $63,500 over a 
five year period. Through the continous efforts of the Board of 
Selectmen, this total amount is now anticipated to be greater than 
ma 34,7000. 00. 


We wish to solicit the help and participation of all the citizens 
of the Town and its friends in celebrating theNations 200th Anniver- 
sary Celebration. The Bicentennial Play "Lily' will be presented on 
Seer d and 24th in the Timberlane High School Lecture Hall. Many 
special events such as a smorgasbord, Bon Fire (being built and con- 
ducted by Boy Scout Troop 18), games for the children and other things 
to be announced will be held on July 2nd, 3rd, and 4th. There will 
be activities and fun for all so let's make this something to remember.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Plaistow Police Department is currently made up of a full- 
time chief, 3 full-time men, 17 part-time men(l woman) and a clerk. 


One full-time man has completed the State Police Training School, 
another is presently enrolled and our new man is scheduled to attend 
in March. 


Six part-time officers completed the Special Part-Time Officers 
School held once a week for 14 weeks in Portsmouth sponsored by the 
N. H. Police Standards and TRaining Council. 


Through the efforts of the Chief a breathalyzer has been acquired 
from the Highway Safety Program at no cost to the town. Two of our 
officers have already been certified as operators. Two new mobil radios 
have been put into operation with the cost almost totally covered by 
The Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency. This gives us a 
total of 8 units in operation. 


To better serve the townspeople an extension to the emergency phone 
has been installed which is answered at the police station during the 
hours the station is open thus giving us direct contact with the callers 
during the busiest period. Rockingham Dispatch Center still dispatches 
our calls the remaining time and is in contact by radio with our de- 
partment 24 hours a day. 


Of special concern to all is the matter of the rise on juvenile 
crime which is well documented by the statistics in our town. During 
1974 this department handled approximately 38 juvenile cases and in 
1975 the total rose to 95 individual juveniles who were dealt with by 
the department. Sixteen of these were placed under arrest. Four were 
remanded to the Youth Development Center in Manchester. The workload 
for the department has likewise increased due to the necessity for 
parent conferences, investigations and prosecution. 


The number of arrests for 1975 has sharply increased. Arrests 
for, 1974 totalled 48 and for 1975 the total is 100. The two main 
factors for this are better coverage permitting better detection and 
the increase in crime. Another sharp increase shows in the statistics 
for driving while intoxicated i.e. 15 cases for 1974 and 62 for 1975. 


I wish at this time to thank all those who helped me in the for- 
mation of the Township Acting Coordinating Team (TACT) a crisis home 
program to provide temporary shelter and help for troubled youths. 


This year the Police Association has continued to be active. They 
sponsored a Little League Baseball team and with the Fire Association 
sponsored a dance at Halloween for the Junior High students. 

I extend at this time my sincere thanks to Ruth Palmer, all my 


officers, the Selectmen and the Townspeople for their continuing support 
and cooperation and wish all a most happy Bi-Centennial Year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I am pleased to report that the total number of responses for 
1975 has decreased by more than 25% over last year. Of the structural 
fires shown below, 11 were for things such as flooded oil burners, 
electrical motors or chimney fires, with minor damage resulting. Of 
the six commercial-industrial responses, three were for faulty alarm 
conditions. During the month of September we responded to only one 
CaL. 


I am also pleased to report that through the efforts of our in- 
spection-prevention program, all schools in town are now equipped with 
automatic fire detection systems wired directly to our dispatch center 
in Atkinson. Other efforts of our inspection-prevention program are 
working nicely, and we are seeing tangible results. We would like to 
thank the merchants, contractors and the public for their cooperation. 


The water hole on May Ray Ave, which has been in existance for 
more than 47 years, and afforded protection to the May Ray Ave. and 
Main Street area, was filled in by the owner and is no longer usable. 
This caused us considerable concern, and prompted us to take legal 
steps to protect all other existing water supplies so that residents 
may be assured of the continuing existence of water in specific areas. 


A new water reservoir was developed on town owned land near Line 
Brook on Greenough Road. This was developed primarily to provide much 
needed protection to the Timberlane Junior and Senior High Schools. 

Two dry hydrants are installed, and the area is fenced. In addition, 

a reservoir was dredged on Forrest Street near the gas transmission 
lines, on land owned by Mr. and Mrs. Harle Winter. The water reservoir 
on Elm Street was dredged, cleaned and the fence repaired. 


Fire fighting equipment has been updated with money voted at last 
years Town Meeting. Scott Air-Paks, FM radios, hose, nozzles, hand 
tools, and a portable saw were some of the items purchased. An auto- 
matic electric generator which will provide emergency power for light- 
ing, heat, water and radios was installed. This affords complete self 
sufficiency to the building and can coordinate all emergency services. 


The Board of Fire Engineers has spent many hours meeting and 
visiting potential suppliers of pumpers, and drawing up specifications. 
We are asking for a special article for additional money from federal 
revenue sharing funds. This money will be added to the equipment re- 
serve fund, to permit purchase of a new pumper this spring. The pro- 
posed new truck will replace the 1948 Diamond T.

REPORT OP “THE SCV Lor OG Bios 


As was reported last year, the 1960 Chevrolet van in service as a 
rescue vehicle needed replacement. The members of the False Alarms, 
the Fire Department women's auxiliary, raised funds so a larger and 
newer vehicle could be purchased. Exeter and Hampton Electric Co. a- 
greed to sell a used vehicle to us, and delivery of this truck will be 
delayed until January. The Firemens' Association raised money for a 
great deal of equipment, which was purchased for use in rescue work. 

I would like to thank both organizations for devoting their time, and 
contributing to this effort. Without their efforts the rescue program 
would be virtually non-existent. 


Because of the existence of radioactive material in town, and the 
possibility of accidents and fires in vehicles transporting radioactive 
material through town, the Civil Defense office arranged for a course 
in Radiological monitoring. This course was successfully completed 
by 28 Firemen Specialized instrumentation was given the town by the 
State Civil Defense office, and is available for emergency responses 
for both natural and other type disasters. The equipment is available 
at the fire station, and at various locations throughout town. 


A map file was purchased for use at the Town Hall, with Civil 
Defense funding. Other routine matters have been handled which in- 
volve contingency plans in the event of an emergency.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The year 1975 was fairly normal as far as tree work was concerned. 
No unusual disease or insect problems were encountered. The fall 
Webworm was with us in 1975 as it has been for about four years now; 
although it poses no significant danger to trees. They would be 
classified as a "pest" rather than a threat to the trees. 


The only spraying program undertaken was an early, dormant spray 
of roadside Elm trees as a deterrant to the Elm Bark Beetle, carrier 
of the Dutch Elm Disease fungus. This spray program is recommended 
by the State Entomology Department and approved by the Plaistow 
Conservation Commission. 

As has been the practice for many years, the town undertook a 
spring tree planting program in 1975. This spring 24 trees were 
planted. These trees are planted along roadsides although are usually 
back on private property so as to avoid salt damage as much as possible. 
The trees become the property, and responsibility of the property 
owner. 


Very few dead trees required removal in 1975 although numerous 
small dead trees were removed from the wooded areas on Forrest Street 
where they posed a possible threat to passing automobiles. 


I encourage anyone who has problems with town trees (on town 
right-of-way) to bring it to my attention. As abutters, you are in 


the best position to observe tree problems which might otherwise go 
unnoticed by me.

The Summer Reading Club was continued with twenty-six children 
completing the requirements. A party was held in their honor during 
Children's Book Week with entertainment and certificates and ribbons 
awarded.

The swap shop has been greatly expanded and a children's swap 
shop has been added. Paperback books can be exchanged and this ser- 
vice has proven to be very popular. 


The Story Hour has been continued on Saturday mornings and a 
waiting list was established due to limited space in the Library.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The commission would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
of the townspeople who have volunteered their time and effort to make 
the various town recreation programs a continuing success. Also, we 
would like to encourage anyone who may be interested in helping in any 
way with the present recreation programs, or anyone who may be in- 
terested in developing other types of recreation programs or facilities, 
to attend the monthly meetings of the recreation commission. 


The basketball program again had a very successful year. The 
program ran from November 1974 through March 1975 and involved 130 boys 
and girls in grades 4 thru 8. Special recognition and thanks are 
given to Ron Hasseltine who revitalized our girls program and also to 
Wil Ketchum for running the 7th and 8th grade boys program. 


Spring time brought about the baseball season and this program 
involved 160 boys and girls ages 9 thru 16. The Timberlane Junior 
Baseball League which consists of a Minor, Junior, Senior, and Babe 
Ruth Division again provided an excellent baseball program. A special 
note of thanks is given to Jim Kirsch, Stan Paradis, Glen Brown and 
Bob Gagnon for the several years that they have devoted to the baseball 
program. Congratulations are again extended to our Timberlane District 
Babe Ruth League A Championship under the direction of Jim Stone and 
his coaching staff. 


A successful girls softball program was re-activated for the 4th 
and 5th grades under the direction of Nancy Pearson. Approximately 
70 children were involved in the intramural program and at the end of 
the season the top team played and won a post season game with Hampstead. 


The football program involved 45 Plaistow boys in Grades 6 thru 8 
and was again extremely successful. The league consisted of four teams 
in a local Junior Division(Cowboys, Dolphins, Packers, and Steelers) 
as well as the Giants and Vikings who participated in the Greater 
Haverhill Y.M.C.A. football program. Congratulations are extended to 
the Giants and Vikings who were co-winners of the Y.M.C.A. Division 
Championship under the direction of head coaches Jim Merry and Jim 
Kirsch and their respective coaching staff. Special recognition and 
thanks are extended to Rosemarie Bayek for the many years that she has 
contributed to the football program and other recreation programs with- 
in the town. 


Our goal for 1975 was to continue with the present recreation 
programs within the town and to pursue the development of other types 
of recreational programs and facilities that would be of benefit to all 
of the townspeople; children as well as adults. We are happy to report 
that we were able to attain our new goal as indicated in the following 
paragraphs. 


A summer recreation program was initated and through the tre- 
mendous efforts of Barbara James and Rosemarie Bayek we were able to 
conduct a six week program for boys and girls in grades 1] thru 5. 
Seventy children signed up for the program and the average attendance 
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was 45 children. The program ran from 9 to 12 A.M. each day and 

activities included: arts and crafts, organized games such as croquet, 
softball, volleyball, batminton,field and field and track, horseshoes, 
etc. Also activity games such as bingo, checkers, parchessi, Chinese 
checkers, etc. One of the main events was to participate in the King- 
ston Playground Invitational Track Meet for two days in Kingston, N.H. 
Both boys and girls were enetered in the field and track events. 


It is well worth noting that the funds for the summer recreation pro- 
gram were provided by the Rockingham-Strafford Manpower Administration 
who administered the funds made available by the federal government. 
With the use of these funds, we were able to hire a supervisor and 
several assistants to operate our summer program at a total cost of 
$2,226.44 of which only $9.08 was provided by the Town of Plaistow. 


Tennis court time at reduced rates was provided at the Holy Angels 
tennis facilities for the enjoyment of the townspeople. Also two park 
benches were purchased and installed on the Town Hall green for the 
enjoyment of all. 


Our events for the elderly consisted of a joint endevor with the 
American Legion-Carl Davis Post 34 who is co-sponsoring dinners and 
entertainment for the elderly throughout the year. 


A summer concert with music provided by the Timberlane High School 
Summer Band was held in July on the green behind the Town Hall. Ap- 
proximately 250 people attended and enjoyed the summer evening of music 
and refreshments provided by the Friends of the Library. 


Development of the recreation field on Ingalls Terrace is pro- 
gressing smoothly. The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR) funds were 
approved in October and as soon as weather permits, construction of 
the tennis courts, basketball court, baseball field and parking area 
will commence. Our aim is to have the majority of these facilities 
available by May 1, 1976. Special thanks is extended to Earl Smith 
who has spent many hours working on the development of these new re- 
creation facilities. 


In conclusion, we would once again like to thank all of the people 
who have worked with us to make the recreation programs within the town 
a tremendous success. Also the commission wishes to acknowledge the 
contributions of our new members Earl Smith and Mike McPherson.

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REPORT OF THE 
SOUTHERN ROCKINGHAM REGIONAL PLANNING DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Southern Rockingham Commission provides its member communities 
with a variety of services which lie in three general areas: lLocal- 
assistance, Regional Planning and State/Federal Program information 
and coordination. The commission's programs or what we do are decided 
annually by the commissioners themselves, and revised as necessary. 


Local Assistance 
A good portion of each year's budget is spent on local assistance pro- 


jects. It is a service provided specifically for a single town usually 
to its Selectmen, Planning Board or Conservation Commission. In 
Plaistow, the following assistance programs for active: 
1. Initiation of town wide soil survey (50% complete) 
2. Investigation of on site soil conditions for the Planning Board 
in connection with several proposed developments. 
3. Review of several subdivision applications for the Planning 
Board. 
4. Completion of the land use inventory and socio-economic 
characteristics for the town master plan. 
5. Submission of the federal application for potential funding for 


waste water facility planning. 


Regional Planning 
This area of activity affects more than one town, and may affect all 
member towns. 

A. Water Quality Planning - The commission was awarded a large, two 
year grant by the federal EPA to develop a water quality plan 
for the Southern Rockingham Region. Water Quality Planning 
activities are felt to be services provided member towns. In- 
plementation of the final plan can only result from the town 
meeting votes of the affected municipalities. That fact under- 
lines the commission's need and intention to work closely with 
the towns in the preparation of the water quality plan. 


Funds were awarded the Southern Rockingham Region because the 
EPA feels that the area has a growing water quality problem 
which will require eventual public action to control. The pur- 
pose of the program is to develope water quality controls which 
will preserve good quality water where it is found, and abate 
water quality problems where they exist. 


B. Solid Waste Disposal Planning - The commission has been actively 
following the progress of the greater Lawrence solid waste dis- 
posal committee for some time. The committee has been seeking 
a solution to the solid waste disposal problems of its long-term 
members. During 1975, Plaistow joined the committee, becoming 
the first New Hampshire town to do so. 


C. Transportation Planning - Salem and Plaistow make up the New 
Hampshire portion of the Lawrence-Haverhill urbanized area. In 
order to qualify for federal aid on transportation improvement 
projects, it is necessary for each urbanized area to demonstrate 
to the federal government that a continuing, comprehensive, and 
coordinated transportation planning process exists within the 
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area. It is the commission's responsibility to ensure the 
existence of this process in Salem and Plaistow. Federal and 
State funds are being utilized to help carry out this planning 
process. The ultimate goal for the Salem-Plaistow area is the 
preparation of a short and long term multi-modal transportation 
plan. 


Coordination 

The commission provides its member towns with information about State 
and/or Federal Grant or Loan Programs and assist communities with 
applications for those grant or loan monies. 


The most substantial federal programs about which we provided infor- 
mation to communities during 1975 were: 

1. The Housing and Community Development Act of 1974. 

2. The Flood Insurance Act. ; 

3. The various Federal and Highway Programs. 


The only state funding program information we provided towns related 
to roads and highways: 

1. Town Road Assistance 

2. State Aid to Highways 

3. Highway Subsidies 


In addition, the commission provided information to the various towns 
on pieces of proposed legislation and bills voted into lawby the 1975 
legislature. This was particularly the case with respect to proposed 
and/or passed planning legislation. 


In conclusion, it has been the commission's experience that the most 
actively interested communities tend to benefit most from their 
participation in the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning District 
Commission.

A photo- 
graph album was started in order to have picture documentation of 
projects the commission has been involved with. The album contains 
before, during and after pictures of commission projects and also has 
pictures of some other areas which might be of future concern. 


At our regular monthly meetings, the members are continually 
bringing up new ideas for recycling, conserving or just helping to 
improve the quality of life for Plaistow residents. The commission 
would like to see more participation by townspeople, as this would 
bring new ideas concerning possible future activities to our attention. 


The year 1975 proved to be another valuable learning experience 
for the members. Though the commission Fas no regulatory powers, the 
accumulated experiences are making its decisions as an advisory group 
more meaningful.

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THE PLAISTOW MILITIA 


The Plaistow Militia was formed May 16, 1975 for the purpose of 
stimulating an interest in our American Heritage. To help preserve 
and perpetuate the history of the Town of Plaistow and to participate 
in various historical functions as applicable. The Militia participates 
in historical reinactments and events pertaining to the Colonial era, 
with special attention to the events of the American Revolution. The 
Militia as it stands today is 21 members stron and accepts membership 
from age 12 and over with those under 16 years of age joining the Sons 
of Liberty, known as the Junior Militia. 


The men of Plaistow in 1775 served in the 2nd. Regiment of New 
Hampshire under the command of John Stark and Enoch Poor, the latter 
being burried in Plaistow. They served at the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
12 men and of these Simeon Pike was killed and his brother James Pike 
wounded. This Second New Hampshire Regiment played a very important 
part in the American Revolution. At the time they arrived late at 
Bunker Hill and were left to defend the lower portion of the hill. 
There was not time to dig trenches so they were forced to carry stone 
to build a partial cover, from this partial cover they had to lay down 
or kneel to fire. It was from the lower part of the hill to the river 
the 2nd. Regiment defended and the entire left side of the other 
Colonial forces. Again it was these men who covered the retreat of 
the Colonial forces until the last cartridge had been expanded and 
then their deliberate, well ordered retreat bore testimony to their 
virtue and valor. 


The Militia is a non-profit organization dedicated to offer it's 
services on all levels providing support to any worth while endeavor 
which will enhance the general welfare of this Town, it's people and 
the surrounding community. The Militia has taken part in many community 
activities such as; Memorial Day Parade-Plaistow-5/30/75; Dedication 
of Plaistow as a Bicentennial Community-9/7/75; welcoming of President 
Ford to New Hampshire-Hampstead-9/18/75; Dedication of the Cooperage- 
Danville-9/20/75;and the Minuteman Ball - Plaistow-10/11/75, just to 
name a few. On September 29, 1975 the Selectmen of the Town of Plaistow 
by proclaimation reactivated the Militia as a Historical Unit. It is 
hoped that with the help of the Townspeople, the Militia will again be- 
come an important part of the History of Plaistow. In the months ahead 
the Militia plans to participate in various scheduled events it now has 
in the planning stages such as: a reinactment of the ride of Paul Revere; 
The memorial Day Parade; a Turkey Shoot; visiting of the Freedom Trail; 
Musters in Dover, Alton and York Maine, and various Bicentennial 
Parades. We extend an invitiation to the people of Plaistow to join 
us and help celebrate the Birthday of one of the Greatest Nations.
